them selves w ith each o th e r; all jo in ­ 
in g th e m ain g o v ern m e n t ro ad. 
B ut, 
a fte r all th is ex p en diture, to il and 
p riv atio n , th e g o v ern m en t decided 
th a t th e p ro p e rty belo n g ed to the 
railro ad co m pany , and th» *se settlers, 
w ith th e ir fam ilies, sto ck, im plem ents 
an d belo n g in g s w*ro driv en aw ay — 
no o ne kno w s w here. 
Ho ro ug h ly 
w ere th e se evictio ns fo rced th a t m any 
n eatly built ho m es, even to -day co n­ 
ta in articles o f ho useho ld furn iture , 
ch ildre n 's g a rm e n ts an d rude to y s 
jus t as th e y w ero h astily abando ned. 
O ver a lo ng stretch o f m iles can be 
fo un d th ese silen t to kens o f o ver 400 
deserted, h a lf strip p e d cabin ho m es. 
So m e o f th ese clea rin g s are abo ut 15 
o r m o re acres in ex ten t, p a rtly fenced 
w ith w indro w s o f tim ber o n th e c le a r­ 
ed g ro un d; “fire w eeds” w ith a rank 
g ro w th o f 10 feet sw ay to an d fro , 
w hile ben eath are last y ea r's p o tato 
vines o f im m ense g ro w th, th a t p e r­ 
ished w ith th e fro st. 
H o m es are 
built n e a r to th e en ds o f q ua rte r sec­ 
tio n s in n eig h bo rly p ro x im ity ; an d 
th ese are m o re th a n cabins, h av in g 
sh in g le d ro o fs hew n slab an d lo g 
flo o rs, planed, p artitio n ed ro o m s, sash 
an d g lass w indo w s team ed seventy 
m iles, an d cano ed an d ca rrie d bey o nd 
y e t farth e r, th e re w ere also sheds, and 
wells, all o f w hich w ere p ro o f o f th e 
se ttle rs’ plans.

What Has Been Do ne. 
District co art has been in sessio n 
since Mo nday and but three jury 
cases have been dispo sed o f, altho ugh 
the co urt has impro ved every mo ment. 
Judge Ho lland preside« o ver the pro ­ 
ceedings with grace and dignity and 
is giving universal satisfactio n in the 
ex ercise o f his functio ns as district 
judge. 
The first case to co me to trial was 
that o f Chas. Kmkele vs. T. Barrett, 
in which the latter was accused o f 
stealing a pig. The jury after being 
o ut a few mo ments returned a verdict 
fo r the plaintiff. 
The seco nd case given to the jury 
was that o f the State vs. Owen Kings­ 
to n, it being a case transferred fro m 
Wadena co unty , the defendant having 
been indicted fo r ro bbery in the first 
degree. The jury was o ut abo ut 
twenty ho urs befo re an agreement 
was reached, the verdict being an ac­ 
quittal fo r the defendant. 
The nex t case tried was that o f 
Reuben Searfo ss vs. the City o f 
Brainerd, in which the plaintiff sned 
the city fo r damages sustained by 
falling upo n an icy sidewalk. The 
jury agreed upo n a verdict o f $ 200 
fo r Mr. Searfo ss, altho ugh he sued 
fo r $ 3,000. 
The grand jury fo und several in­ 
dictments, and tho se made public are 
against Tho mas Ho ldship fo r indecent 
assault upo n Francis Henkel. "Win. 
Crummet fo r ro bbery . Jo seph Tiff 
fo r receiving sto len pro perty , and 
Matt. Schro eder fo r selling whisky to 
Indians. The indictments are kept 
secret until the parties are arrested. 
The Hefferen cases against the 
No rthern Pacific co mpany have been 
co ntinued by co nsent o f bo th jiarties 
until nex t term, and the s]>ecial juro rs 
summo ned have been discharged. 
It is quit© likely that the term will 
co ntinue thro ugho ut nex t week, as 
there is co nsiderable business y et to 
be do ne. 
In the district co urt to -day , at 
Brainerd, o n petitio n o f Atto rney 
Tighe, o f S t Paul, the co urt entered 
an o rder in the cases invo lving C. F.

But seriously, now,

An Injustice to the Northern Pacific- 
George S. Canfield writes a Minne­ 
apolis paper as follows: 
Gross injustice and severe hard­ 
ships aud loss have been inflicted up­ 
on many honest settlers, who had 
long mouths ago taken and improved 
lands in tfip reservations, conforming 
—as they understood—to all the gov­ 
ernment regulations. 
A trip recently 
made by your correspondent reveals 
many evidences of such settlement 
improvement, and wasted tune. Ib is 
is painfully noticeable throughout the 
Northern Pacific indemnity lands, 
especially in a belt, IO miles wide, and 
40 miles north of the track; which is 
mostly rich farming lands; besides 
pine timber forests. 
These settlers 
[md a complete and uniform system, 
built snug houses, opened clearings 
of many af Fes« cut roads, connecting 
themselves with each nthen 
join­ 
ing the main government road. 
But, 
after all this expenditure, toil and 
privation, the government decided 
that the property belonged to the 
railroad company, and these settlers, 
with their families* stock, implements 
and belongings w«re driven away— 
no one knows where. 
Bo roughly 
were these evictions forced that many 
neatly built homes, even to day con­ 
tain articles of household furniture, 
children's garments and rude toys 
just as they were hastily abandoned. 
Over a long stretch of miles can be 
found these silent tokens of over 400 
deserted, half stripped cabin homes. 
Some of these clearings are about 15 
or more acres in extent, partly fenced 
with windrows of timber on the clear­ 
ed ground; “fire weeds” with a rank 
growth of IO feet sway to and fro, 
while beneath are last year's potato 
vines of immense growth, that per­ 
ished with the frost. 
Homes are 
built near to the ends of quarter sec­ 
tions in neighborly proximity; and 
these are more than cabins, having 
shingled roofs hewn slab and log 
floors, planed, partitioned rooms, sash 
and glass window* teamed seventy 
miles, and canoed and carried beyond 
yet farther, there were also sheds, and 
wells, all of which w ere proof of the 
settlers’ plans. 
Garden spots, also, 
gave evidence of prolific yields. 
In 
a space of IC miles our party passed 
twelve of these claims, each of which 
were mutely pathetic suggesters of the 
anguish of mind which must have 
prevailed when the owners were driv­ 
en away with bag and baggage, wives 
and children. 
They took the risk 
of settling these lands, because the 
land 
office 
invariably 
assured 
them that they would be allowed to 
prove up. 
But now these improved 
claims are in the possession of the 
railroad, which will reap all the bene­ 
fit of the unfortunate and wronged 
settlers’ toils, perils and expendi­ 
tures. 
The above sensational dispatch is 
without foundation and 
does the 
Northern Pacific road an injustice. 
The thrilling account of rough usage 
and forcible eviction of 400 settlers 
by tho Northern Pacific from the 
indemnity belt savors of malicious 
intent by the writer as it is well 
known that the company, since the 
decisions in its favor even, have not 
driven a settler for his homo. 
Many 
settlers have left their claims, which 
is true, but they have gone of their 
own accord and the blame attaches to 
the land office which held these lands 
open 
for 
settlement 
when 
no 
such right existed. 
The national ad­ 
ministration which held sway at that 
time is the cause of all this trouble 
and not the Northern Pacific road. 
The story reads well in Eastern 
papers but up in this region and along 
the line of the road people are too 
well informed to believe the state­ 
ment. 


A Fire Alarm Burned Out.

BOB YOUNGER FREE. 


His Life Lamp Finally Goes Oat 
in the Penitentiary at Still­ 
water. 


Justice Field’s Defender Released 
From Custody Under Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings. 


It is now too late for Gov. Merriam to 
pardon Bob Younger, even were he so in­ 
clined. Bob died In the penitentiary a t Still­ 
water shortly after IO o’clock on the ICth. 
This announcem ent will surprise nobody, 
Bob’s low condition from the ravages of con­ 
sum ption for the past few m onths being 
well known. 
Sunday evening was the be­ 
ginning of the end. 
Bob became rapidly 
worse, and from that time until bis death 
was unable to take nourishm ent of any sort, 
being unable to swallow. 
He received in 
the prison hospital the very best nursing, hts 
sister and brothers being with him con­ 
stantly. and the sister shows the strain in a 
marked degree. 
Every one around the 
prison sympathized with the brothers and 
sinter, as they had conducted themselves 
since they have been there so as to gain the 
esteem of the officials aud every one else. 
It was in September, 1870, than the crime 
or the septette of Missouri outlaws for which 
Rob Younger served a lite sentence was per- 
petiated. Ail the details of that daylight 
raid upon the bank a t Northfield, tile shoot­ 
ing of Charley Bitts aud Cid Miller, two of 
the raiders, the escape cf two others—Frank 
and Jesse Jam es—ana the three days’ pur­ 
suit and capture of the rem aining trio—Co’e, 
Jim and Bob Younger—Dear Madeiiu. are so 
fresh in the memory of every Northwestern 
newspaper reader and have so frequently 
been recapitulated in the newspapers that 
a lull repetition of the tragic story would be 
superfluous 
now. 
The 
Younger broth­ 
ers escaped 
hanging 
through 
a pro­ 
vision 
of 
the 
state 
law 
in 
force at th at 
time, 
which 
read 
that 
a m urderer who pleaded guilty could not be 
hanged, life im prisonment being the maxi- 
i mum 
penalty. 
The Youngers prom ptly 
saved their necks by a plea of guilty, and but 
| little time elapsed ere their incarceration in 
I the walls OI HUH w ater’* prison for lite. Bob’s 
J account with the state is now fully settled, 
while his brothers Cole and Jim remain to 
drain the cup of expiation to the lees.

Marshall and a few other sym pathetic gen­ 
tlemen of Minnesota, to secure the pardon of 
the Youngers, but Gov.

Emergency Remedies, 


There are many accidents con­ 
stantly oceorring am ong the little 
people, for no m atter how careful 
older ones are to place dangerous 
things out of reach, there’s apt to lie 
ft time ol lorgetting and then the 
dire consequences. Now it is hot wa­ 
ter, again the hatchet or a sharp 
knife; possibly concentrated lye is 
swallowed, or buttons or thimble 
find their way into strange places in 
baby’s economy. 
For scalds from hot water or stove, 
(heres nothing more apt to be handy 
than baking soda; wet it up soft and 
apply freely. 
If the burn is super­ 
ficial or of sUgbt extent, binding it 
up with this is all that will be necess­ 
ity . 
lf lye has been drunk its sel­ 
dom that vomiting does any good; 
the am ount is usually small. The 
best treatm ent is sweet oil or even 
melted lam if you haven’t the oil, to 
counteract the caustic effects of the 
lye. 
The 
after 
inflammation 
of 
stomach and bowels which sometimes 
follows will need specific© treatm ent 
quite beyond the power of the laity. 
Usually when any foreign or poi­ 
sonous m atter has been swallowed 
the b ist indication is to prodfeffi 
eincsiH. 
lf you have no syrup ipecac 
in the house, add a little mustard 
and salt to lukewarm water, and 
make the child drink considerable. 
It is one of the promptest, easily ob­ 
tained emetics known. 
When the injury is a cut, the treat­ 
ment will depend on locality. 
If the 
hemorrhage is severe, an artery may 
need tying, but until a doctor can tie 
secured, tie a handkerchief, or some­ 
thing around the limb, Above the 
wound, and place the limb in an ele­ 
vated position. 
For bee stings, probably the l**st 
dressing is mud, as it is for most bites 
or stings from insects. 
Mud frequently removed is excel­ 
lent dressing for snake and d<>g bites 
after they have been properly bled 
and cauterized. 
Foreign substances in nose or cars, 
of course, demand removing. 
Rut, 
unless you are sure ut success, don’t 
attem pt it yourselt and by pushing 
the obstacle out of reach make a bad 
matter worse. Fall in a surgeon ut 
once. 
If the not unusual accident of “a 
bug in tile ear" occurs, waste no 
time trying to drug the offender out, 
douse in sweet oil, salad dressing, or 
molasses even, if you haven’t the oth­ 
ers handy, anything to entangle and 
quiet the intruder Itefore it rmtkes 
the victim wild, 
It can then Le 
syringed out with warm water.

His experience is th a t under this 
treatm ent the flow of milk is more 
uniform, and the cows are certainly 
much more comfortable.

How a Bnby*s Mind Opens 


In the last volume of the “ Educa­ 
tion Series” on “The Development of 
the Intellect,” H. W. Brown has pre­ 
sented a conspectus of the observa­ 
tions of Brof. Breyer on the mind of 
the child, which chronologically the 
gradual development of the senses, 
intellect and will of the growing child 
and presents inn condensed form the 
result of a great number of careful 
observations, It is recorded th at 
sensibility to light, touch, tempera­ 
ture, smell and taste are present on 
the first day of infant life. Hear­ 
ing, therefore, is the only special 
sense which is not active at this time. 
Tho child hears by the third or 
fourth day. Taste and smell are 
senses ut first most active, but they 
are not differentiated. General or­ 
ganic sensations of well-being or dis­ 
comfort are felt from the first; but 
pain and pleasure, us mental states, 
are not noted until a t or near the 
second month. 
The first 
sign of speech in the 
shape of utterance of consommt 
sounds is heard in the latter part of 
the second month, these consonants 
being generally; “in,” “r,” “g,” “t.” 
All the movements of the eyes be­ 
come coordinate by the fourth 
month, and by this time thechild lo­ 
gins to have the “feeling of self,” 
th at is, he looks a t his own hands 
and looks at himself in the mirror. 
The study of the childs mind during 
the first year shows conclusively 
th a t ideas develop ami reasoning 
processes occur before there is any 
knowledge of words or of language, 
though it may be assumed th at the 
child thinks in symbols, visual or 
auditory, which are clumsy equiva­ 
lents for words. By Hie end of the 
j year the child tiegins to express it- 
| self by sounds—th at is, speech lo­ 
gins. 
The development 
of this 
speech capacity is, according to 
Breyer, in accordance with the de­ 
velopment of the intellectual powers. 
By the end of the second year the 
child’s power of speech is practically 
acquired.

What Has Been Done. 
District court has been in session 
since Monday and but three jury 
cases have been disposed of, although 
the court has improved every moment. 
Judge Holland presides over the pro­ 
ceedings with grace and dignity and 
is giving universal satisfaction in the 
exercise of his functions as district 
judge. 
The first case to come to trial was 
that of Chaa. Kinkele vs. T. Barrett, 
in which the latter was accused of 
stealing a pig. The jury after being 
out a few moments returned a verdict 
for the plaintiff. 
The second case given to the jury 
was that of the State vs. Owen Kings­ 
ton, it being a case transferred from 
Wadena county, the defendant having 
been indicted for robbery in the first 
degree. The jury was out about 
twenty hours before an agreement 
was reached, the verdict being an ac­ 
quittal for the defendant 
The next case tried was that of 
Reuben Searfoss vs. the City of 
Brainerd, in which the plaintiff sued 
the city for damages sustained by 
falling upon an icy sidewalk. The 
jury agreed upon a verdict of $200 
for Mr. Searfoss, although he sued 
for $3,000. 
The grand jury found several in­ 
dictments, and those made public are 
against Thomas Holdship for indecent 
assault upon Francis Henkel. Wm. 
Crummet for robbery. Joseph Tiff 
for receiving stolen property, and 
Matt. Schroeder for selling wnisky to 
Indians. The indictments are kept 
secret until the parties are arrested. 
The Hefferen cases against the 
Northern Pacific company have been 
continued by consent of both parti*** 
until next term, and the special jurors 
summoned have been discharged. 
It is quite likely that the term will 
continue throughout next week, as 
there is considerable business yet to 
be done. 
, 
In the district court to-day, at 
Brainerd, on petition of Attorney 
Tighe, of S t Paul, the court enter**d 
an order in the cases involving C. F. 
Kindred, now of Philadelphia, aud 
Alex McKenzie, of Bismarck, Dak., 
as to the validity of some $50,000 
worth of Mississippi Water Power 
and Boom company bonds, which 
probably wipes oat their value. 
The 
court had previously ordered Mr. 
Kindred to produce the company’s 
books, which was ignored, and the 
order granted to-day was to admit 
portions of allegations against the 
bonds as true on account of disregard 
of the other order.—Tuesday’s Globe.

The regular meeting of the city 
council on Monday evening called out 
a full attendance of the aldermen. 
The minutes were read and approved 
and minor details attended to pre­ 
paratory to the evening’s business. A 
communication from the mayor ap­ 
pointing Wm. Barron 
temporary 
chief of 
police 
was 
read 
and 
ordered filed, and a second communi­ 
cation from the head of the city gov­ 
ernment appointing Wm. Barron as 
chief of police was read. A vote was 
taken on his confirmation by ballot 
and he was rejected, the ballot stand­ 
ing six to three. F. Jarboe was al­ 
lowed pay for serving from the 4th 
to 13th of the present month as 
patrolman. 
A further communica­ 
tion from Mayor Hemstead appoint­ 
ing J. E. Johnson as patrolman was 
read and he was confirmed by a vote 
of six to three. 
A petition of citizens residing in 
East Brainerd asking that the lamp 
now on the ravine bridge be removed 
to the corner of Fourth avenue and 
Prescott street to accommodate peo­ 
ple attending 
the Congregational 
church was granted. 
C. Ahrens’ bill of $50 for use of 
ground as a dump for city garbage 
was referred to committee on health 
and sewerage. Mr. Ahrens was al­ 
lowed $25 for two years’ use of this 
ground before. 
The committee on finance to whom 
was referred the matter of getting 
funds to pay bond interest and to take 
up floating indebtedness was granted 
further time. 
Representatives of the Gamewell 
Fire Alarm Telegraph System being 
present explained their alarm system 
and made a proposition to put the 
same in operation in this city with 
five miles of wire and five stations for 
$175(1 payable in August 1890. After 
considerable discussion the council 
decided by vote to have the same put 
in and instructed the city attorney 
and mayor to close a contract with 
the company for the same. The sys­ 
tem is a very complete one and will 
be in operation in four months. 
A proposition from Mr. Wise, of 
the Arlington hotel, to construct sew­ 
ers from the alley between Laurel 
and Front streets lo his hotel if the 
city would lend their aid by giving 
$300 was read and accepted by the 
council. Mr. Wise is to have the 
work done in 40 days and this $300 
will cover all expense that the city 
will be put to. The depot building 
will also be connected. 
A motion was made and carried to 
set aside all fines collected in the 
municipal court for the payment of 
the city officers, not including the 
electric light employees. 
The mayor’s attention was called to 
the condition of the city park and re­ 
quested to see that it was properly 
attended to. 
A resolution to increase the police 
force from two to three patrolmen 
was carried. 
Tho matter of building side walks 
received considerable attention Ald. 
Brown being opposed to the further 
construction this fall, bat Ald. Koop 
got a resolution through ordering a 
walk built on the west side of block 
168 on north Fifth street, and another 
was passed ordering a walk built (rn 
Oak from the St. Paul track to Eighth 
street 
The report of the superintendent 
of electric 
light showed receipts 
amounting to 
$515 in July. 
A 
general discussion followed in regard 
to the condition of the plant and it 
was stated that several hundred dol­ 
lars would be required to fix it up in 
a substantial manner for the winter, 
A motion was introduced and car­ 
ried fixing the chiefs salary at $75 
per month and patrolmen at $65 and 
no pay to be given these officers un­ 
less confirmed by the council. 
The council adjourned after trans­ 
ferring two or three liquor licenses 
In the case of Ostrander vs. Everest, 
the jury at noon to-day brought in a 
verdict of $157.50 for the plaintiff.
